PLIGHT 


HIE statement by Mr R. D. 
Ropner, President of the 
United Kingdom Chamber 
of Shine ne, that more than 
140 ships ore Inld up in 
British ports lends em- 
phasis to the present plight 
of world shipping. 

The lay-up, not only in Britain 
but in other  countrics 
asp well, is attributable 
mainly to rates, both for 
tankera and dry freights, 


being lower thon at any]. 


time since the end of the 
Second World War. With 
the continued decline in 
these rates, owners = are 
turning thelr thoughts to 
menns of stabilising the 
frelght market. 


Tankers 
HE tanker situation is 
unlikely to Improve in the 
near future, mitigating fne- 
tors belng tho slow rise in 
dethand for ofl and the high 
level of deliverics of new 
tankers over the next five 
years, 

In tho dry frelght market 
reports indicate that modern 
standard-size ships are pro- 
minent among those Inid up, 
eapecially in the United 
Kingdom, Week by week 
moro and more of them are 
being put inte mothbails or 
are being sent for repairs 
earlier than previously 
planned. 

Mr = Ropner states that 
“dopressed foreign markets 
and Inid-up tonnage havo 
inevitably led to suggestions 
for measures of mutual co- 
operation,” 


Two Schemes 
HEREANENT, two stnbi- 


ligation schemes have 80 
o been mooted but not 
SPER: Tho: first is 
er ‘consideration by the 
Greek Shipowners' Co- 
operation Association, which 
calls for o mass lay-up of

Under tho scheme, enquiries 
for charters would go 
through this: body which 
would allocate them to 
active tonnage and would 
impose a levy to compenr 
sato those ships that are 
now and in future will be 
idle, 

Another scheme is based on 
the. Tonnage Stabilisation 
Scheme crented sixj years 
ogo under the auspices of 
the U.K, Chamber of 
Shipping, which, in its main 
features, resembles tho 
Greek scheme.

Main Problem 

HE main problem, how- 
ever, is whether any 
scheme ia likely to be given 
support by the great 
majority of owners, | The 
Greek scheme is likely to 
be resisted by some London 
Greek owners and to be 
looked at askance by opera- 
tors. who would dislike co- 
operation with the tax- 
freo “flags of convenience’ 
shipping. 

On the other hand, it must 
be remembered that Greek 
shipping interests now 
control about 60 per cent 
of .the world’s merchant 
and tanker ficets. Without 
thelr support, tho British or 
‘any other scheme could be 

«ineffective. 

Mutual. co-operation is cer- 
tain to bo.one of the major 
{tems on the agenda at the 
conference of tho Intor- 
national Chamber of Ship; 

. ping next month. Some 
workable schemo has to bo 
devised if ‘shipping is .to 
keep its head abovo the

WILLING 
TO MEET 
IN. US 


Washington, Mar. 16, 
Sovict Ambassador, Mikhail 
-Menshikov, said today 

that Russinn leaders 
“would be willing to come 
cither to Washington or 
some other place in the 
United States” for.a sum- 
mit conference. 
Menshikov, who wes replying 
to students in a televised inter 
view, sald he was sure that 
Sovict First Secretary, Niklta 
Khrushchev would come to the 
United States for talks wilh 
President Eisenhower if tnvited, 
but added: “It fs for Mr Khrush- 
chev to answer.” 

Referring to the summiy con- 
ference, Menshikov reaffirmed 
that his Government wanted it 
to ‘be held “as soon as pos- 


sible.” 
PREFERRED 


“If the Government.of the 
United States preferred to hrve 
{{ in the United States, we 
would be willing to come either 
to Washington or some other 
Part of tha United States suit- 
able to the Government of the 
United States, he sald. 

The Soviet Ambassador add- 
ed that it would be useless to 
put the preparations for the 
conference in the hands of the 
United Nations, since such 
negotiations “do not produce 
proper results’, 

Questloied on the German 
reunification problem, Men- 
shikov stated that this was not 
a matter for the ‘summit con- 
ference, 

“It {sa question to bo dis- 
cussed among the Germans 
themsolves,” . he declared—

China Won't

London, Mar, 16. 

Chinn has decided not 
to compete in the Asian 
Games ‘in Tokyo in 
May, according toa 
New China News 
Agency report teday. 

The agency quoted 
Mr Chang Lien-hua, 
Seeretary-General of 
the All-China ‘AthIctic 
Federation, as telling 
Japanese reporters in 
Peking: 

“It Is impossible for 
us to take part because 
there [san attempt 
in certain quarters 
to fabricate a ‘two- 
Chinas’ plot at the

Chang Lien-hua said’ 
“We would unquestion- 
ably compete in these 
Games if., Taiwan 
athletes were entered a8 
a part of the Chinese 
team, We deem it an 
unfriendly act towards 
the Chinese People’s 
Republic to admit the 
province of Taiwan at 
these Games as a 
separate nation.” 

Mr Chang Lien-hua

IENTISTS from fifteen countries, including the. United 
States and the Soviet Union have revealed their plans to 


demonstrate .to visitors to the Wc dd Fair opening here on 
April 17, some of che stupendous scientific discovories of the

In a two and onc half acre 
“Hall,of International Science" 
al the frst World Falr to be 
held for nearly 20 years, both 
speclalists und the general public 
will have a chance to study the 
actievements of 20th century 
selence, 

This museum of pure science 
will be divided into four sections, 
corresponding to atomic physics, 
chemistry, solid stute physics, 
and bivlogy. Each sectlon will 
be subdivided into party for 
specialists and the unlnitinted 
public. 

Visitors entering the hall ‘will 
be surrounded by huge photo-

Orchestra presented a. concert in Loke Yew Hall, 
University of Hongkong, and because one has heard and 
read so much arrant nonsense about this Orchestra in the 
past few years, I undertook to study the programme, par- 


ticularly that part which sets out the names 
the various sections of the Orchestra. . 
tions about its composition. 


from .the conductor 
(Arrigo Foa), this Orchestra 
consists of 31 string players, 
made up of 8 first and 7 second 
violins, G violas, 7 cellos and 3 
string bass, 16 woodwind and 
brass) players and cone percus- 
sionist. This makes a total of 
48 ployers. I enquired as to 
how many of these were pro- 
fessional in the sense of having 
had previous experience = In 
playing In a professional sym- 
phony orchestra, and discovered 
that 5S or @ had. That leaves 
42 players who presumobly have 
had no such experience. Natural- 
ly, the calibre of this major 
portion must vary considerably.

The BBC Symphony Orohes- 
tra has over 100 players; the 
conduclor of the Jnpanest 
Orchestra in Tokyo told me 
when he passed through Hong- 
hong recently that his orchestra 
numbered 120; regional Britlsh 
Orchestras vary [rom 65 ty 85. 
Ensembles Uke the London 
Mozart players (whose repertoire 
Is Inrgely confined to the works 
of Haydn and Mozart) are 
pbout 35 strong.

The Urban Council 


LAUNCHED 


launched its Anti- 


Mosquito Campaign Week today and 
called on every citizen. of the Colony 
to play his part in stopping the 
breeding of mosquitoes. 


The Pest Centrol Select Com- 
mittee of the Urban Council, at 
a Press conference this morning 
asked the public to carry out 
effcctive control measures, |.c, 
the prevention of any unneces- 
sary accumulation of stagnant 
water and the destruction of 
mesquito breeding places. 

“Deny the mosquito water cad 
you deny St life,” the Com- 
mitlee suld in describing 
measures the householder should 
take. 

Masquitocs breed only fn 
water, Water collected  any- 
where Is capable of forming 
potentInl breeding places for 
mosquitoes, ¢e.. water in raof- 
flanks, kongs, drums, wells, dls- 
earded tins und jurs, flower 
vases, flower pots, flower pot 
Stlucers, unused aquariums, dis- 
used domestic receptacles, ex. 
cavations, puddics,' ends of 
bamboo and other scaffoldings 
(on building sites) and hollows 
in trees, 


It is therefore obvious that 
the effective measures to 
eliminate mosquito breeding is 
to ensure that there is no un- 
necessary accumulation of 
stuynant water in the house, 
By doing so, there will be no 
place for the female mosqultocs 
to lay thelr eggs. 


Reminder 


a: 

Householilers are reminded to 
throw into the dustbin oll dis- 
carded receptacles and then 
firmly replace the Ud; turn 
empty kongs, drums and un- 
used aquariums up side down 
so that walter may not collect in 
them; change the water Jn vases 
frequently; get rid of any col- 
lections of water in flower pols, 
flower pot saucers and other 
disused domestic receptacles; 
fill in the hotlows in trees and 
the ends in bambou and -scaf- 
foldings, which arc all likely 
mosquito breeding places, 

Special attention should be 
paid to building sites since ex- 
cavations, puddles, cte. may 
easily retain water which forms 
potential breeding places for 
mosquitocs, 

Houscholders must also close- 
ly cover all rooftanks, kongs, 
drums, wells etc. at all times 


MORE HATS!! 
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fo that the female mosquitoes 
cannot get in to lay their eggs. 
All drninas inside and outside 
premises must ‘be kept in an 
eMcient state of repair at all 
times, Regular —_s Inspections 
should be made of roofs, yards, 
fardens, ond other open spaces 
to clear: away stagnant water. 
Wilh large pools, ofc. which 
cannot be covered, a thin film 
of ordinary kerosene must be 
sprinkled on the water surface 
s0 os to kilt the Jarvac or pupac 
of the mosquito, 


Very Simple 


The 
“These antl-mosquito measures 
are very simple. , You must 
vemember that if you allow 
mosquiloes to breed you ure 
not cnly breaking the law, but 
also doing harm to yourselves 
and others. Although staff of 
the Urban Services Department 
werk constantly to stop mos- 
quitoes breeding, wo must not 
depend on them entirely. All 
tesidents in Hongkong and 
Kowloon should play their part 
to rid tte Colony of these 
pests. Deny the mosquito wate> 
and you deny it lfc.”
